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Town council in turmoil as four quit 

NEWLY ELECTED MAYOR FIRST TO GO IN 24 HOURS OF CHAOS 


THE four town councillors who re¬ 
signed from their duties last week have 
savaged former colleagues as the row at 
Honiton Town Council turns personal. 

Ashley Delasalle, Peter Halse, David Perkins 
and Luke Harvey-Ingram all resigned from the 
council within 24 hours of each other and 
launched blistering attacks on the council amid 
claims of bullying and intimidation. 

David Perkins, who was voted off from the 
committee investigating the finances surround¬ 
ing construction of the Beehive, later resigned 
saying that 4 Honiton’s political house of cards 
is crumbling down’. 

Mr Perkins said: “This is happening through 
a group of councillors past their sell by date, 
who are determined to prove that the fantasist 
in their midst was right in the allegations he 
made against the town clerk [Chetna Jones].” 

Ashley Delasalle, who resigned less than 10 
minutes after being voted in as mayor, called 
the council ‘diseased with negative energy and 
with with personal battles of ego’. 
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Luke Harvey-Ingram, who chaired the coun¬ 
cil’s employment committee said that the be¬ 
haviour of certain members of the council has 
left him ashamed to be associated with them 
Former mayor and councillor since 1981, 
Peter Halse accused the council of being 
‘boarded by pirates’. 

Mr Halse added: “I’ve enjoyed my time on the 
council in general and even my time as mayor, 
but the last three years have been absolutely 
horrid. 

“This council will continue to not work until 
councillors learn to act like grown-ups. There 
are those in the council who cannot accept de-

feat and continue to try to dig up poison.” 

Honiton Town Council has been embroiled in 
a bitter civil war for several years but has re¬ 
cently come to a head after a farcical town 
council meeting on May 8th. 

After she was elected as mayor by her fellow 
councillors, Ashley Delasalle said that since the 
start of the year she had witnessed harassment, 
bullying and intimidation to fellow councillors 
and council employees. 

She said: “I have felt a victim of this treatment 
myself and the treatment of the temporary Re¬ 
sponsible Finance Officer (David Perkins) can 
only be described as appalling. 

“Despite the best efforts of some of us, this bul¬ 
lying and harassment has remained uncon¬ 
trolled and unreported.”

She later described the council as broken and 
lacking mutual respect and a sense of common 
decency. 

Deputy mayor Cllr Henry Brown, who was 
elected at the same meeting, has ridiculed Mrs 
Delasalle for her comments saying: “She speaks 
of lacking mutual respect and common de¬ 
cency, yet she asks councillors to elect her and 
then throws their support back in her face for 
her own sense of self promotion. 

“She criticised the council for having egos 
and then boasted about dining with prime min¬ 
isters.” 

Cllr Brown then turned his ire to Mr Perkins 
and added: “David Perkins used his key from 
being a Beehive director to get into the council 
offices which were locked so another councillor 
could access files after hours. 

“He conducted his own investigation along¬ 
side an ongoing police one which the council 
has absolutely no jurisdiction to do; he did this 
without consulting the mayor or our deputy 
clerk. 

“He acted recklessly, hence why he was voted 
off the finance investigation working group. 

“If an employee had acted the way he had, 
they would likely have been fired.”

No charges to be brought against MP and PCC 


DEVON and Cornwall Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Alison Hernandez and Yeovil MP 
Marcus Fysh have both been cleared by the 
Crown Prosecution Service, following an inves¬ 
tigation into election spending. 

The CPS announced on Wednesday that it had 
reviewed the files into Conservatives Alison 
Hernandez and Marcus Fysh and found no 
grounds for a criminal charge. 


Alison Hernandez was being investigated 
after she allegedly failed to file election ex¬ 
penses when acting as the agent for Torbay MP 
Kevin Foster in 2015. 

Nick Vamos, CPS head of special crime, said: 
“We have considered files of evidence from 14 
police forces in respect of allegations relating 
to Conservative Party candidates’ expenditure 
during the 2015 General Election campaign. 
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“We considered whether candidates and elec¬ 
tion agents working in constituencies that were 
visited by the party’s ‘Battle Bus’ may have 
committed a criminal offence by not declaring 
related expenditure on their local returns. 

“Instead, as the Electoral Commission found 
in its report, these costs were recorded as na¬ 
tional expenditure by the party. 

“We reviewed the files in accordance with the 
Code for Crown Prosecutors and have con¬ 
cluded the tests in the Code are not met and no 
criminal charges have been authorised.” 

Mr Vamos added: “Although there is evidence 
to suggest the returns may have been inaccu¬ 
rate, there is insufficient evidence to prove to 
the criminal standard that any candidate or 
agent was dishonest.” 

Ms Hernandez has since issued a statement 
saying she was ‘delighted’ no charges would be 
brought. 

She said: “It is now two years on from these 
events and I am pleased that the shadow of the 
investigation has now been removed. 

“My political opponents have regularly called 
for me to stand down over the past year but I 
have been determined not to let the investiga¬ 
tion affect the way that I carry out my duties as 
police and crime commissioner. 

“Over the past year I have set in train actions 
to create 100 additional police officers, a large 
increase in criminal investigation capacity, 
more armed response officers and a new remote 
record taking team to free up front line officers. 

“At the same time, I have stopped closures of 
police stations and started to reconnect the pub¬ 
lic with the police.” 
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Ms Hernandez said the investigation, which 
was carried out by West Mercia Police and re¬ 
viewed by the IPCC and CPS, was a ‘very sober¬ 
ing experience’. 

She added: “I would also like to thank my 
friends and family who have been a constant 
support over the past year and to my team in 
the OPCC which has supported me in being the 
police and crime commissioner over the last 12 
months.” 

Yeovil MP Marcus Fysh said: “We knew all 
along I had done nothing wrong, so I welcome 
this news. I hope now the attempted smears by 
my opposition will stop. 

“It is sad that they have nothing else to offer. 
Theresa May’s strong and competent leader¬ 
ship in the national interest, continued prog¬ 
ress on our promises in South Somerset, and 
keeping local people’s aspirations at the heart 
of Government should now be the focus. 

“The only way to achieve these things in the 
Yeovil constituency is to vote for me.” 

• DEVON and Cornwall Police Chief Constable 
Shaun Sawyer has also been cleared of miscon¬ 
duct following a seven-month investigation 
into comments he made relating to the investi¬ 
gation into Ms Hernandez. 

However, Mr Sawyer said his comments 
‘specifically avoided reference to the police in¬ 
vestigation into Alison Hernandez’ but added: 
“My views expressed to the media on that day 
remain the same today.

Candidates for 
general election 
are announced 


NOMINATIONS for next month's general election 
closed last Thursday, with candidates across Pul- 
man's Country now confirmed. 

After their poor showing in the recent county 
council elections across the country, it will come 
as little surprise to find that UKIP aren't fielding 
candidates in every constituency in the area. 

But the party had already said they wouldn't 
stand against Marcus Fysh (Con) in Yeovil or 
David Warburton (Con) in Somerton and Frome. 

Both Fysh and Warburton supported Brexit at 
last year's referendum, and UKIP appear to be 
looking to prevent the Lib Dems - who are op¬ 
posing Brexit - from retaking these two seats 
that the Tories won with big swings in 2015. 

The snap election has meant other smaller par¬ 
ties have struggled to find candidates in time, 
with the Greens not standing in East Devon. 

In the Tiverton and Honiton constituency 
(which also includes Axminster and Seaton) cur¬ 
rent MP Neil Parish (Con) will be challenged by 
Labour's Caroline Kolek (who previously ran in 
2015), Lib Dem Matthew Wilson and Gill Westcott 
(Green). 

In the East Devon constituency (which includes 
Ottery St Mary) MP Sir Hugo Swire (Con) will face 
high-profile independent candidate, county 
councillor Claire Wright, who polled nearly a 
quarter of the vote in 2015. Also standing are: Al¬ 
ison Eden (Lib Dem), Jan Ross (Lab), Brigitte Gra¬ 
ham (UKIP), Michael Val Davies (Ind) and Peter 
Faithfull (Ind). 

In the Yeovil constituency (which also includes 
Crewkerne, Chard and llminster) MP Marcus Fysh 
will be challenged by Jo Roundell Greene (Lib 
Dem), Ian Martin (Lab), Robert Wood (Green) and 
Crewkerne's Katy Pritchard (Ind). Until the last 
election, Yeovil had been Liberal Democrat - and 
Liberal before that - since 1983. 

The party is looking to regain the seat two years 
after losing it, and Jo Roundell Greene - South 
Somerset District Council's deputy leader - will 
be hoping to lead them to victory. The grand¬ 
daughter of former Labour Prime Minister 
Clement Atlee will be looking to follow in the 
footsteps of Paddy Ashdown and David Laws. 

Finally, in Somerton and Frome (a constituency 
that includes Martock and rural areas near Yeovil) 
MP David Warburton (Con) will face Lib Dem 
Mark Blackburn, Labour's Sean Droomgoole, 
Theo Simon (Green) and independent candidate 
Richard Hadwin.

Although 
there is an offer of mediation on 
the table from the district council 
I cannot help but fear that this will 
not be taken in the spirit in which 
it was offered; in fact, I would be 
very surprised to see attendance 
by all members of the council.

^ AS outgoing Mayor it is 
right that I respond to the 
appalling turn of events on 
Honiton Town Council 
Monday evening. 

^ There have been some 
very emotive and subjective state¬ 
ments made by those who have re¬ 
signed. However, the people of Honiton 
deserve to hear the facts. Prepared 
speeches have been made, pre-planned 
walk outs have been done with typed 
up notes readily handed to the press in 
an attempt to undermine the good 
work of the council. 

It was an honour to serve as the 
Town's Mayor and I thank all those 
who have served on the council and 
freely given up their time. 

However, the facts remain and peo¬ 
ple must hear them in a calm and ob¬ 
jective manner. 

The most difficult challenge I faced 
as Mayor was dealing with informa¬ 
tion presented by staff in March relat¬ 
ing to possible financial wrongdoing 
which is potentially criminal. It was 
not something I saw coming. Having 
been presented with information by 
staff I sought the advice of our moni¬ 
toring officer who informed me I had 
to take this to the police. 

I knew that this would not be popular 
with some. However, it is my public 
duty to report such concerns in the 
way that I did. 

A member of the public at the meet¬ 
ing asked if councillors were prepared 
to act under the seven principles of 
public life. I am well aware of the 
Nolan Principles and I still stand that 
I acted with transparency, honesty 


and integrity. I showed leadership in 
being prepared to act in the best inter¬ 
ests of the community and the public 
purse. I knew it was not in my own 
best interests as I knew I would not be 
popular with everyone for doing so. 

I did not inform Cllrs that I had made 
a report to the police, I felt that it was 
best dealt with discreetly. Unfortu¬ 
nately, two Councillors interfered 
with that police investigation holding 
formal interviews of their own. Coun¬ 
cil offices and files were accessed one 
evening without the Mayor's prior 
knowledge or staff prior knowledge. I 
found out as I received an email from 
a Councillor stating they had cause to 
be in the council offices and took the 
opportunity to look at staff files. Both 
the police and the Monitoring Officer 
were informed. These actions started 
rumours and I was left to explain my¬ 
self at a finance meeting in mid April, 
this was reported in the press.

We did not accept 



a paltry sum in concluding the Judi¬ 
cial Review without the agreement of 
all those on the Employment Commit¬ 
tee. This committee met on Monday 
10th April and considered the offer 
made by Cllr Taylor. Our legal advi¬ 
sors told us to take the money as it was 
a good offer. To not do so and pursue 
more in court would cost the council 
more money and could potentially 
leave the judge ruling us as unreason¬ 


able and with 
a lesser sum. 

It was unani- 
m o u s 1 y 
agreed and 
minuted that 
we would ask 
for and ac¬ 
cept an addi¬ 
tional £5000 
on top of what was offered. Cllr Taylor 
agreed and the total payment has been 
made in full. 

There have been allegations of bully¬ 
ing by councillors of Council staff. 
During an Employment Committee 
meeting in January after our Clerk 
was signed off with stress we met with 
all other council staff. They confirmed 
that they were happy working for the 
council and felt they were treated with 
respect and courtesy. This meeting 
was minuted. I also received a text 
message, saved along with many oth¬ 
ers, from the clerk 
prior her going off 
on sick leave stat¬ 
ing her door was al¬ 
ways open to me 
and how well we 
work together. 


Whilst I will try and refrain from 
making personal, emotive and subjec¬ 
tive statements I will give one re¬ 
sponse. If I made any mistakes it was 
in making poor character judgments; 
my trust was misplaced. But so was 
the trust of the people of Honiton. 

The police investigation now logged 
as a crime continues. I wish to assert 
that does not involve any member of 
staff.

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Initiative to boost food waste recycling 


MORE than 2,000 pledges to recy¬ 
cle food waste have been made 
by Devon residents. 

Last month Devon residents 
were given the chance to win a 
composting bin - if they pledged 
online to compost their kitchen 
or garden waste. 

The prize draw was all part of a 
county-wide initiative by Recy¬ 
cle Devon, a partnership of 10 
councils including Devon Coun¬ 
ty Council, eight district author¬ 
ities and one unitary council. 

The aim was to encourage more 
people to either compost food or 
garden waste at home or make 
use of their food waste collection 
in areas where they have them. 

In total 1,062 people, spanning 
each and every Devon district 
and Torbay, made 2046 online 
pledges - and 100 of those won a 
composting bin, including 15 out 
of the 181 entrants from East 
Devon. 

In addition, numerous other 
prizes including a wormery, 
a food waste gadget kit and a 
gardening hamper were also 
won. 

Liz Jarvis, Senior Waste Man¬ 
ager at Devon County Council, 
said: “We are delighted by the 
number of people who have 
pledged to compost or recycle 
their kitchen or garden waste. 

“At least 30 per cent of the con¬ 
tents of an average household 


bin can be composted, so com¬ 
posting is the most effective way 
to reduce waste and help the 


planet. 

“Composting at home over 12 
months can reduce carbon emis¬ 


sions equivalent to that pro¬ 
duced by a kettle in a year or a 
washing machine over three 


months. 

“It may also save money by not 
buying shop bought compost.” 


Households 'bombarded' with council info packs 


EAST Devon District Coun¬ 
cil has apologized for any 
inconvenience caused 
after almost 3,000 house¬ 
holds were 'bombarded' 
with recycling informa¬ 
tion. 

The council is about to 
introduce major changes 
to its household waste and 
recycling collection ser¬ 
vice. 

As a result, EDDC is hold¬ 
ing roadshows and is also 
informing residents in 
other ways, including let¬ 
ters. 

A resident of Jubilee 
Lodge in Seaton, who did 
not wish to be named, 
claimed that all house¬ 
holds there (about 50 in 
total) have received not 
one, but three envelopes 
with information about the 
new recycling service. 

The resident also 
claimed that other house¬ 
holds nearby were also 
'bombarded' with three 
envelopes each. 

Putman's View contacted 


EDDC, and a spokesper¬ 
son said: "We are aware 
that some properties have 
received triplicate copies 
of the same letter inform¬ 
ing them about new recy¬ 
cling and waste service 
changes and we apologise 
for any inconvenience ca¬ 
used. 

"We have sent out a total 
of 51,000 letters to house¬ 
holds in East Devon and 
just under 3,000 address¬ 
es were affected. 

"The error was due to an 
issue with our address 
database. 

"Although every effort 
has been made to ensure 
the data is correct and 
the contents of our mail¬ 
ings are accurate, some 
small data errors have oc¬ 
curred. 

"We are here to help and 
would ask any residents 
who are unsure about the 
contents of the letter to 
contact us on 01395 571 
515. 

"Households will receive 


a further more detailed 
leaflet in mid to late May 
with a collections calen¬ 
dar. 


"We have corrected the 
data issue so that the af¬ 
fected households will 
only receive one copy." 


The changes to the 
waste and recycling ser¬ 
vice will come into effect 
on June 12th. 


Number of people using 
Crimestoppers on the rise 


THE number of people in Devon and 
Cornwall who contacted Crimestoppers 
over the past year has increased by 
more than 25 per cent. 

The independent charity runs a UK 
contact centre, staffed by professionals, 
which guarantees that all callers (or 
those who use the non-traceable online 
form) remain 100 per cent anonymous. 

Last year the total number of pieces of 
information about crime in Devon and 
Cornwall received by Crimestoppers 
rose from 2,197 to 2,984. 

The largest share of information re¬ 
lates to drug offences and trafficking. 

There was also a rise in the number of 
people using the non-traceable online 
form. 

Last year the charity received 1,147 
contacts online and 993 verbally, com¬ 


pared to 848 and 851 respectively in the 
previous year. 

Chairman of Devon and Cornwall 
Crimestoppers Mike Fowkes said: “This 
is a fantastic result for Crimestoppers 
in Devon and Cornwall. 

“As an independent charity, we play a 
vital role in helping to make our com¬ 
munities safer. Those who, for what¬ 
ever reason, feel uncomfortable talking 
to the police can speak up about crime 
whilst remaining totally anonymous. 

“These figures show that more and 
more people are turning to Crimestop¬ 
pers, especially online, to help tackle 
crime in our communities.”

THORNCOMBE RAIL ACTIVITIES CLUB: The 

April meeting welcomed Alan Wild to talk about 
the railways around Bournemouth. 

Alan grew up in Bournemouth and took an 
early interest in railways having a career with the 
Great Western at Swindon, but he always re¬ 
tained his interest in the railways in the Bourne¬ 
mouth area. 

In a well-illustrated talk Alan told us of the his¬ 
tory of the railways in the area. The first lines did 
not approach Bournemouth as it was just open 
heath in the early 19th century and the connec¬ 
tion from Southampton to Dorchester travelled 
via Ringwood, Wimborne and Wareham, with a 
branch to Hamworthy, which was the then sta¬ 
tion for Poole. 

As Bournemouth developed new lines ap¬ 
proached it from east and west, but initially, as 
the town fathers did not want railways in their 
new town, there was no connection. It was only 
later that a connection was made to today's 
main line. 


Using a wide range of mainly coloured photos 
of trains, we visited all the lines in the area and 
most of the stations. The Southern region used 
special head-codes to denote the route of the 
train and Alan's encyclopaedic knowledge of 
which particular service we were seeing consid¬ 
erably increased the interest of the talk. 

Alan showed a series of interesting shots of the 
complicated (by history) lines around the Broad- 
stone area. What had been the main line to 
Dorchester gradually decayed into a single line 
little used, except on summer Saturdays. 

The pictures of greatest historic interest were 
colour shots of trains in Bournemouth Central 
station taken, probably, in 1937 when colour film 
first became generally available in this country. 

Beautifully clean, green Southern locos 
headed the trains waiting to depart to Waterloo 
in those far off times. 

The next meeting of TRAC will be on Wednes¬ 
day, May 17th at 7.30 pm, when Ian Bennett will 
talk on Smaller Railways of Britain.

New skatepark 
mural vandalised 

A MURAL in the 
skatepark next to 
the jurassic cen¬ 
tre car park was 
vandalised only 
hours after being 
installed. 

The mural was 
part of an art pro¬ 
ject undertaken 
by Seaton Town 
Development 
Team and Seaton 
Town Council, in¬ 
volving locals and 
schoolchildren to 
brighten up the area. 

The damage was discovered on Thursday, 
May 11th and town development team mem¬ 
ber Karin Frewin said: "The mural had two 
boards. 

"One has been taken off the railings by 
using saws and what appears to be a profes¬ 
sional 'hole cutting' tool, which was used as 
the holding bolts could not be unscrewed 
easily. 

"The board was used as a ramp and now 
has tyre marks across it and two breaks in it. 

"It was originally installed two and a half 
years ago but was vandalised and thus taken 
down. 

"It was restored this year and reinstalled yes¬ 
terday (Wed) but sadly vandalised overnight. 

"It's real shame that a few people seem to 
have destroyed a project which involved 
many members of the local community, in¬ 
cluding school children, who gave their time 
to put it together for the benefit of others."

CONTRACTOR CH2M will commence work on 
the Seaton Beach Management Plan (BMP) in 
this month, with a view to complete it this year. 

The objective of the BMP involves longer- 
term policies for flood and coastal erosion risk 
management from Axmouth Harbour to Seaton 
Hole, and the the long-term sustainability of 
the harbour for fishing and recreation. 

CH2M are coastal flooding experts who have 
already produced more than 20 BMPs for 
across the South West of England, including 
Exmouth and, most recently, Sidmouth. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) is the 
lead authority, and the brief for the project was 
agreed with statutory consultees including the 
Environment Agency and Natural England, as 
well as with local community groups with an 
interest in the beach including the town coun¬ 
cil, yacht club, fishermen and other community 
groups. 

EDDC chief executive and Axmouth harbour 
master Mark Williams said: “We’re pleased to 
be able to appoint CH2M’s Exeter-based team 
to develop the BMP, which will consider the fu¬ 
ture management of coastal flooding and ero¬ 
sion along Seaton seafront. 

“The study presents a number of challenges 
as well as opportunities to improve Seaton’s de¬ 
fences and to enhance the seafront. CH2M’s Ex¬ 
eter-based team has an excellent track record 
of developing BMPs with local communities to 
address these needs.” 

The project, which is split into six main 
stages, will involve: 

• Project initiation and planning 

• Collation of available data 

• An assessment of the existing coastal pro¬ 
cesses, flood and erosion risks, as well as the 
condition of existing sea defences and the envi¬ 
ronmental setting 

• The establishment of baselines for defences, 
coastal processes, environment and economics 

• The consideration of future options for the 
management of coastal flooding and erosion 
risks 

• Advising on the actions that will need to be 


taken over the next five years to implement 
those options and to manage the beach 
Dr Jonathan Rogers, CH2M Coastal Team 
Leader UK, said: “We are delighted to have 
been awarded the contract for Seaton’s Beach 
Management Plan, and we look forward to 


working in partnership with East Devon and 
the local community.” 

The BMP is separate to Seaton Town Coun¬ 
cil’s seafront masterplan, which focuses on re¬ 
generation and drawing beach users into the 
town centre to boost the business climate.

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ENGLISH CIVIL 
WAR EVENT 

THE famous Taunton Garrison Living History 
Group will return to Devon's 'most rebellious 
town' to recreate the turbulent times of the En¬ 
glish Civil War. The scene is summer 1644 and 
the historic conflict between Roundheads and 
Cavaliers has been raging since 1642. 

The country was deeply divided between 
Royalists and Parliamentarians. Locally, the 
Poles of Colcombe Abbey were Royalist sup¬ 
porters, while the Erles of Stedcombe in Ax- 
mouth were of the Parliamentarian persuasion. 

Prince Maurice had marched westward from 
Beaminster to Colyton and fixed his HQ at Col¬ 
combe Abbey, which he garrisoned for King 
Charles. Colcombe proved a most useful base 
for the Royalists; ideally situated for launching 
nuisance raids and harassing tactics against 
the dangerously close Parliamentarian 
stronghold Stedcombe House. Prince Maurice 
promptly attacked Stedcombe, taking prison¬ 
ers and capturing arms, a cannon, a good 
store of ammunition and one seditious lec¬ 
turer! Finally razing Stedcombe to the ground. 
Shortly thereafter. Sir Walter Erie lost no time 
in retaliating by launching a night-time raid 
against the Royalists at Colcombe. The sur¬ 
prise attack was so effective, his forces entirely 
dispersed Prince Maurice's garrison, seized 
much plunder and burnt Colcombe Abbey to 
the ground. 

Against a backdrop of rampaging opposing 
forces, Colyton suffered continual pillaging 
and plundering. Shops broken up, cloth car¬ 
ried away, cottages looted, livestock stolen, 
reveling and general disorderly conduct. 
"Enough!" cried the good folk of Colyton - we 
imagine the townsfolk rose up in protest, arm¬ 
ing themselves the best they could and took 
up defensive positions upon news of returning 
troops. 

The Taunton Garrison represent the good folk 
of Colyton, who organised themselves to de¬ 
fend their property against unruly Royalist and 
Parliamentarian troops as they chased each 
other through the town and valley in tit for tat 
raids. The action swirls around the town, from 
Church Green, through Market Place and 
down narrow windy streets to the barricade. 

As well as the fun and excitement of action 
and special effects as the Taunton Garrison 
man the barricades, there will also be a Living 
History Camp which will provide an authentic 
experience of life in 1644. Groups of costumed 
characters including Prince Maurice of the 
Rhine, Sir Walter Erie, Lt Col Greenvile and 
Capt Pyne to name but a few, will provide his¬ 
toric entertainment. 

Town crier Derek Wenn will open the colour¬ 
ful country market at 10.30am, followed by a 
full day of entertainment, action scenes, music 
and dancing. There will be barricade scenes in 
the morning and afternoon, followed by a 
Drum Head Service in St Andrew's Church to 
bring the day to a peaceful close. 

There will be no parking in town centre - 
please use special car parks at £1 per car. 

The event is free and organised by volunteers 
from the Promote Colyton Group, which will 
be hosting its last social meeting before the 
big event on Thursday, May 18th, at which all 
those interested in taking part are welcome to 
attend. The meeting will be held from 7pm to 
8pm on the Sunday School Building at St An¬ 
drew's Church.

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When your child is bereaved

CHILDREN are very perceptive. Even if they 
don't appear to be affected by what's going 
on around them, they'll know if something 
isn't quite right. 

It's better to be honest and explain that 
someone has died rather than trying to cover 
it up. 

Your child needs to know that's it's OK to be 
sad, and you can help by naming the way 
she's feeling. For example, if she's crying, you 
could say, 'I know you're sad that Granny died. 
I'm really sad too, and that's what's making us 
cry.' 

Here are other ways your child might react 
after losing a loved one... 

Your child might become angry: Children 
often become angry when they're grieving. 
They think the death is unfair and may be full 
of rage at their loved one for leaving them. 
They might even blame themselves, for exam¬ 
ple, 'Did Daddy die because I was naughty?' 

Make sure your child knows that anger is 
normal, but that the person who died loved 
her very much and would have stayed if they 
could. 

Her reaction to being bereaved might con¬ 
fuse you: There's no textbook way for kids to 
express their grief, and their response can be 
confusing. One minute, they might be in 
tears, then the next, playing contentedly. 

Try to remember that your child isn't being 
cold or unfeeling. Let her talk when she wants 
to talk, be quiet when she wants to be quiet, 
and play and laugh when she feels ready. 

Your child might be obsessed with details 
of the death: Your child might also show what 
seems to be an unhealthy interest in the de¬ 
tails of the death. This could include ques¬ 
tions about what happens to the body when 
a person is buried or cremated. 

Answering her honestly but without scaring 
her with graphic detail will help her make 
sense of what's happening. If you're lost for 
words, the bereavement charities listed below 
can help. 

You'll also need to let other important peo¬ 
ple in your child's life, such as their nursery 
keyworker or teacher, know what's happening 
so they can also support her. 

Preparing for a loss 

Sometimes, a bereavement is expected, for 
example if a family member is very elderly or 
terminally ill. 

How you prepare your child will depend on 
the relationship she has with the person who's 
dying. 

It'll be different if it's a distant relative who 
she rarely sees rather than her beloved 
grandad who lives nearby. But either way, you 
should still let her know what's happening. 

She'll hear you talking about the person 
who's dying, and is likely to see you or other 
family members upset, so it's important to ex¬ 
plain what's happening. If she's left in the 
dark, she might end up feeling more dis¬ 
tressed and frightened than she was before. 

The hardest loss to prepare for is that of a 


parent or sibling. 

Brace yourself for lots of questions, and al¬ 
ways take the time to answer in an honest and 
age-appropriate way. 

Above all, it's vital to make sure your child 
knows she's not responsible, and there's noth¬ 
ing she could have done to stop her loved one 
dying. 

Helping your child when you're struggling 
yourself: If you're having a hard time coming 
to terms with your bereavement, you may feel 
you're not emotionally strong enough to help 
your child. 

Although kids find it distressing to see their 
parents upset, they also need to understand 
that it's OK to cry. So don't worry if you can't 
mask your feelings. 

Be prepared to ask for help from friends and 
family. Your child might be worried about up¬ 
setting you by talking to you, and may feel 
more able to open up to a trusted adult. 

Sharing memories: Experts agree that one 
of the most positive things you can do to help 
your child with a loss is to share memories of 
the person who's died. 

This will help her to see that the bonds re¬ 
main long after their loved one has gone, and 
that no one can take away the times they 
shared. 

Memory boxes, which can be filled with spe¬ 
cial treasures like photos, letters and draw¬ 
ings, can encourage children to look back on 
the happy times. They'll be able to return to 
their box for comfort again and again. 

Other good ways to remember the person 
who's died are looking at photos and watch¬ 
ing videos with your child, or going to special 
places that you used to visit together. 

But be guided by your child, and let her set 
the pace. She may not be ready to talk about 
her loved one straight away. 

Getting expert help: As well as going 
through lots of different emotions, your child 
might show physical signs of grief such as 
bedwetting, clinginess, nightmares or tummy 
aches. 

Your GP or health visitor can help with these, 
and can also put you in touch with children's 
counselling services to help her process her 
emotions. 

If you feel she needs extra support, the GP 
may refer her to the local Child and Adoles¬ 
cent Mental Health Services (CAMHS) to see 
an expert such as a child psychologist. 

There are also several charities dedicated to 
helping bereaved families: 

♦ Winston's Wish 

♦ The Child Bereavement Charity 

♦ Grief Encounter Project 

These all have a range of different ways to 
support you and your child, from helplines to 
counselling services to recommended read¬ 
ing lists.

GRIEF AND LOSS: 

MOST people grieve when they lose 
something or someone important to them. 
Grieving for the loss can feel unbearable, 
and it may often feel that you are alone. 
How does grief make you feel? - The way 
grief affects you will be unique to you and 
depends on many things, such as 
the nature of the loss, your age, 
your relationships, and your 
health. 

You can react in many ways 
to a loss. For many people 
grief consists of several 
combined emotions, anxiety 
and helplessness often come 
first. Anger is common, and is 
seen as a natural part of the 
grieving process, and you shouldn't 
feel guilty about it then sadness, which for 
many comes much later. 

Being aware that these emotions are 
common can help you to accept them. It is 
very important to know that they will pass. 
Everyone is unique some people take a lot 
longer than others to adjust and it is 
important to recognise that while many 


may understand they do not know what 
you are feeling or going through, only you 
do. 

Dealing with the emotions - Grief requires 
a period of adjustment, there is no right or 
wrong time to adjust, be patient.

GRIEF can make you feel many different things. It's important to 
remember that these feelings are not bad or wrong. They are a nor¬ 
mal part of bereavement, and there are no quick answers to how 
you might be feeling. 

Coping with fear: Feeling fearful and anxious is natural - your fa¬ 
miliar world has been turned upside down. You may feel that you 
have little control over your life, your thoughts and emotions. This 
is likely to make you feel vulnerable and afraid. But as you get used 
to coping, in time, you will begin to feel more capable of dealing 
with your changed circumstances. 

Something that might help: If you are feeling overwhelmed by 
fearful thoughts or anxiety it could help to talk to someone about 
how you are feeling. 

Coping with emptiness and depression: Feelings of depression 
and emptiness can hit you when the reality of the death begins to 
sink in. Although it may feel almost unbearable at the time, this 
seems to be a period when some inner healing takes place. After¬ 
wards, people say they feel lighter, more in control of their lives 
and better able to look forward. 

Sadness is a natural response to bereavement, but some people 
may become depressed. You don't have to try to cope on your own 
and help is available if you are struggling with depression. 

Something that might help: You can see your doctor for help and 
advice. Remember that you can phone Samaritans , day or night , on 
08457 90 90 90. 

Coping with anger: You may feel anger at the injustice of your 
loss, or at the lack of understanding in others. You might be angry 
at yourself and at the person who died, who has left you feeling 
abandoned, frightened and alone. These feelings are normal. 

Something that might help: Don't bottle up your feelings - try to 
think about the reasons for your anger. Talking about your feelings 
with someone who isn't emotionally involved in your loss can help. 

Coping with guilt: Some people experience feelings of guilt 
when someone dies. You may find yourself wondering if you could 
have done more to help, or feeling guilty about something you said 
or didn't say to them when they were alive. 

Something that might help: Guilt is a natural emotion after be¬ 
reavement , but it's important not to dwell on things in the past that 
you can't change. Try not to be too hard on yourself or anyone else. 

Coping with loneliness: You may feel as though the person who 
died has left a big hole in your life, and this can leave you feeling 
lonely, especially if you spent a lot of your time with them. 

Something that might help: Make the most of every opportunity 
to spend time with other people , keep in touch with friends and 
family , have a holiday or volunteer to help out with a good cause. 


I'm finding it hard to cope as I feel so tired and drained 

You may find that you experience physical changes after bereave¬ 
ment. These can include: 

♦ Difficulty getting to sleep 

♦ Vivid dreams 

♦ Long periods of wakefulness 

♦ Loss of appetite 

You're likely to feel exhausted, especially if you were caring for 
the person who died or if you went through an anxious time before 
their death. Strong emotions and dealing with all the practical 
things that need to be done after a death can also leave you tired 
and drained. 

Something that might help: Take extra care of yourself - try to 
eat well and get some rest even if you can't sleep. Take gentle ex¬ 
ercise if you can. Don't try to do too much while you're grieving. 


♦ Feeling tense and short of 
breath, or edgy and restless 

♦ Feeling slow and lethargic

Well worthy of the FR badge, it takes Ateca from 
rest to 62 mph in just 8.5 seconds and achieve a 
125 mph top speed (manual version). Con¬ 
versely, its official combined fuel economy and 
emissions figures are impressive at 52.3 mpg 
and 123 g/km. The brand new 2.0 TSI 190 PS, de¬ 
buting in Ateca, is offered exclusively with 
4Drive all-wheel drive and DSG transmission. 

Its statistics are 40.4 mpg combined fuel econ¬ 
omy and 0-62mph in only 7.9 seconds. 

The 2.0 TDI150 PS also comes with 4Drive for 
added traction, posting benchmarks of 0-62 mph 
in nine seconds exactly and 122 mph maximum, 
with 55.4 mpg average fuel economy and C02 
emissions at 129 g/km. 

Topping out the powertrain options is the 2.0 
TDI 190 PS with 4Drive and seven-speed DSG 
transmission. It harnesses that horsepower to 
carve a second off the 0-62mph sprint (7.5 sec¬ 


onds), with top speed rising to 132 mph. Being a SEAT en¬ 
gine, maybe it’s no surprise that it has only a modest thirst 
for fuel - an official 53.3 mpg average, with C02 at 135 g/km. 

The new SEAT Ateca FR will be available to order from 3 
July 2017, with first deliveries to UK customers expected 
from October.

The driver 
can control the brightness of the 
illumination, which can be set to one 
of ten different colours. 

As part of the SKODA 2025 future 
strategy, the brand will be rigorously 
pushing the expansion of its model 
range in the coming years. The focus 
will be on expanding the SUV portfolio 
in particular. With the launch of the 
SKODA KODIAQ, a new large SUV 
was introduced to the international 
markets only recently. With the intro¬ 
duction of the SKODA KAROQ, the 
company is now setting the next mile¬ 
stone. The new compact SUV will be 
celebrating its world premiere on 18 
May in Stockholm. Its market launch 
will follow in the second half of 2017.

THE BMW 4 Series success story 
dates back to the launch of the 
original BMW 4 Series Coupe in 
June 2013.
